
Policy Statement on December 22, 2003 Claim Submission Deadline 

Message from the Special Master, Mr. Kenneth R. Feinberg, on the Approaching Claim Submission Deadline 

The December 22, 2003, claim submission deadline is fast approaching. I have spent almost two years in a 
determined effort to publicize the September 11th Victim Compensation Fund of 2001 by traveling throughout 
the nation, meeting with families, injured victims, and the general public. My goal has been to make sure that 
every eligible claimant is aware of the program and has every opportunity to file a claim with the Fund. I have 
conducted town hall meetings, sent personalized letters, authorized notices to be published in newspapers, made 
web announcements, and coordinated with the airlines, charities, foreign consulates, and government agencies 
in an effort to explain the benefits of the September 11th Victim Compensation Fund of 2001. 

Once again, I urge all eligible claimants to submit a claim as soon as possible. Do not wait until December 22, 
2003 to submit your claim.  Through inadvertence or mistake you may miss the deadline, and there will be no 
exceptions to the filing deadline. The sooner a claim can be processed, the sooner an award can be rendered. 

I continue to believe that the September 11th Victim Compensation Fund of 2001 expresses the unprecedented 
compassion and generosity of the American people. You cannot participate in the program unless you submit a 
claim.  Time is of the essence. My staff is available to assist you in understanding the program and in preparing 
your application. 

Claim Submission Deadline and Rules 
____________________________________________________________________ 

� 	Per the Interim Rule and the Final Rule, claims with the Fund must be filed on or before two years 
after the effective date of the regulations. This means all claims must be filed on or before Monday, 
December 22, 2003.

On September 2, 2003 all Claim Assistance Sites will re-open (see details on site openings, hours and 
locations to be posted to the What’s New page) and will be staffed with Claimant Service 
Representatives to assist with the application process, provide award estimates, review claims before 
submission and perform claim intake activities for scheduled appointments and walk-ins. On 
Monday, December 22, 2003, all Claim Assistance Sites will be open from 7:00 a.m. until Midnight 
to receive hand delivered claim forms. You may submit your claim in person at a Claim Assistance 
Site during the Site’s normal business hours. Claims will be stamped with the time and date that it was 
received. You will be given a time and date stamped receipt for the claim.

� Your claim will be accepted if: 

o it is postmarked on or before Monday, December 22, 2003; 

o 	 you are using a non-Postal Service delivery provider (e.g., Federal Express, UPS, Airborne, 
etc.) and you provide proof (e.g., customer copy of air bill or shipping manifest with tracking 
number and service provider) of the acceptance date (i.e., date picked up for delivery) of 
Monday, December 22, 2003. {For Foreign Countries see the attached List of Expedited 
Mail Delivery Services.}; or 

o it is received by hand delivery at a Claim Assistance Site on December 22, 2003. 

� 	Claims will not be accepted if they are postmarked or picked up by an express or overnight 
delivery service after December 22, 2003 or received at one of our mailing addresses or a Claim 
Assistance Site after Monday, December 22, 2003 without a December 22, 2003 postmark or pick-up 
date. 

� There will be no exceptions to the December 22, 2003 statutory deadline for claim submission. 

Compensation Forms 

o 	 Deceased Victims – While there are no minimum claim submission requirements for the December 
22, 2003 deadline for deceased victim claims, we must receive the name of the victim, your name, 
address, and telephone number on or before December 22, 2003. However, all applicable sections 
of the claim form, required supplemental documentation, original initials, signatures, and notarization 
along with any requested documentation by the September 11th Victim Compensation Fund of 2001 in 
order to deem your claim substantially complete, must be received at one of our mailing addresses on 
or before Thursday, January 22, 2004. 

o 	 Personal Injury Victims – While there are no minimum claim submission requirements for the 
December 22, 2003 deadline for personal injury claims, we must receive the name of the victim, 
your name, address, and telephone number on or before December 22, 2003. However, all 
applicable sections of the claim form, required supplemental documentation, original initials, 
signatures, and notarization along with any requested documentation by the September 11th Victim 
Compensation Fund of 2001 in order to deem your claim substantially complete, must be received at 
one of our mailing addresses on or before Thursday, January 22, 2004. 

o 	 If you submitted a partial claim before the December 22, 2003 deadline and you have received an 
initial contact letter from us requesting you to submit additional items in order for us to continue to 
process your claim, or if your claim has been deemed inactive, we must receive ALL of the requested 
items and original initials, signatures, and notarization at one of our mailing addresses on or before 
Thursday, January 22, 2004. 

We will process your claim based on what is received on or before January 22, 2004. If all 
supplemental or requested documentation and/or information is not submitted by Thursday, January 
22, 2004, then the Special Master will decide the claim on the data available, making such assumptions 
as necessary for the determination of the award. If your claim does not have enough information for us 
to process it on that date or it is missing essential information (e.g., authorizations, notarization, 
original signatures) or the completed compensation form itself, the Fund may declare your claim 
abandoned per the Final Rule, which states, “Claims outstanding at the end of this program because of 
the claimant’s failure to complete his or her filings shall be deemed abandoned.” 1 

Upon receipt and review of your claim, if it is clear that you have not met ALL the minimum claim 
submission requirements as outlined above by the stated deadlines, your claim may be deemed 
abandoned and it will not be processed.
